The o u tstan d in g s tr u c t u ra l feature 
of tin* C uyuna form ation is the close 
stratification both of tile ore lenses 
and tile enclosing walls and it is evi­ 
dent that t it at kind of hole, which, 
for a given footage, cu ts tile largest 
n u m b e r of these s t r a t a will be the 
hest from an exploratory s ta n d p o in t;
